URI's Newest 
Big Thinker 

URI welcomes David M. Dooley as the 1 1th president. 


President Dooley began his position 
at URI on July 1, 2009, and was 
formally inaugurated on April 8, 2010. 
Before coming to URI, Dooley served 
as provost and vice president for 
academic affairs at Montana State 
University. He was previously a 
professor of chemistry at Amherst 
College. Dooley received a PhD in 
chemistry from California Institute of 
Technology and a BA in chemistry 
from University of California, San 
Diego. 

President Dooley came to URI with 
big plans and new ideas for ways to 
connect with students, alumni, and the 
university community. He started a blog 
to keep everyone informed about things 
going on at the university. To keep 
alumni up to date. President Dooley 
started a big thinker series where he 
speaks to alumni groups about 


his plans for the university. To connect 
with students, President Dooley has 
started inviting student groups to hang 
out in the basement of his house. He 
also had a town hall style meeting with 
students where he discussed his ideas 
for the future of the university, and 
answered questions from students. 

One of the topics discussed in great 
detail at the town hall meeting was 
curriculum requirements. He believes 
that undergraduate education could be 
better, but is not broken. Dooley is a big 
supporter of switching to a four credit 
system. In his experience, students who 
go to schools with a four credit system 
are just as successful as students who 
go to schools with a three credit system. 
Dooley thinks that it is time to 
reevaluate whether the university 
should continue to teach large lecture 
classes because they are 


not the most valuable, and are not 
what undergraduates expect. He 
suggested that professors could post 
power point lectures online and meet 
with students in smaller groups to 
answer questions. President Dooley 
thinks that general education 
requirements need to be revised, and 
that general education only needs to 
cover the core competencies of 
writing, statistics, and critical thinking. 

When asked about short term goals, 
he stated that he wants to get students 
more engaged with big problems, 
starting with freshmen, increase the 
use of sakai, get students involved in 
more research, creative work, and 
internships, have more study abroad 
and international students, improve 
classrooms, and have a football team 
that can win more than one game.

In 1936, 
Roosevelt Hall was 
dedicated by the first 
lady, Eleanor 
Roosevelt, and 
became a women's 
dormitory.

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Greek Life is one of the greatest social 
aspects of college life that students 
can participate in.

"Orange Sticker" policy 

allows Narragansett police 
to place oranges stickers on 
nuisance houses to identify 
them as party houses. The 
policy was revised in 2007 
to allow orange stickers to 
remain on the houses for the 
remainder of the academic 
year instead of just 60 days.

DiLustro, described the 
orange sticker as "like a 
scarlet letter," and added that 
"there's been instances 
where people have been 


walking by, and walk right up 
to our door, and take a picture 
of it. Very rude and uncouth if 
you ask me." 

With the help of the ACLU, 
Student Senate filed a lawsuit 
against the town of 
Narragnasett in 2008. Students 
believed that the orange 
stickers were a violation of 
constitutional rights. This year, 
Student Senate lost the lawsuit, 
but they do not think it is the 
end of the issue over orange 
stickers.

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Many resident students are unhappy with the dining 
options on campus. Residents are required to pay 
$1,855 or more per semester for an unlimited meal 
plan which can be used at Butterfield or Mainfare at 
Hope Commons. The meal plans are unlimited, but 
students are not allowed to take food from the dining 
halls, and many people feel that they should be 
allowed to take food since they are paying so much for 
the meal plan. Partly in response to a facebook group 
called "URI Students For The Right To Take Food 
From the Dining Hall!," the Student Senate Campus 
Affairs committee started to take action to change the 
meal plans. Students can now get one combo meal per 
day from the Ram's Den. Senate surveyed students 
about meal plans, and they are still working on getting 
dining services to allow students to take food from the 
dining halls or offer meal plans with a set number of 
meals per week instead of unlimited meals.
